What to do with ex-cabinet minis¬ 
ters is partially solved for Great Bri¬ 
tain by the press and the lecture plat 
form of the United States, but many 
members of the late Labor govern¬ 
ment are still out of employment. 

The city of Buffalo has placed a 
ban on The Merchant of Venice, be¬ 
cause Rabbi Israel objected to 
Shakespeare’s characterization of the 
Jew in Shylock, alleging that it 
stirred up hatred and prejudice. As 
well ban the bible because of Judas, 
Faust because of Mephisto. Dickens 
because of Fagin, Uncle Tom’s Cabin 
because of Simon Legree or any oth¬ 
er book or author because of the 
heavy villain. Shylock is not a live¬ 
ly character by any means, bat 
Shakespeare made him an object of 
pathos as well as scorn, and put in 
his mouth the strongest arguments 
ever advanced against anti-Semitic 
prejudices. The Rabbi says that 
Shakespeare never saw a Jew; that 
Jews did not go to England until 
1675 and that, anyway, Shylock is 
not a Jewish name. All right. But 
why allege that the play inflames 
hatred and prejudice? Shakespeare's 
works are more widely read now than 
they were in his own day, or for a 
century thereafter, and in no country 
have the Jews prospered more than 
in Shakespeare's England, where, one 
once became Prime Minister and two 
are now members of the government. 
That result was not achieved by ban¬ 
ning The Merchant of Venice. 

Rev. Thomas Mahon says the “Hin¬ 
dus will never become Christians, 
because they will never accept the 
ten commandments.” Afraid of 
breaking them perhaps. 

The editor of a Canadian daily 
newspaper rails against the publici¬ 
ty which is being given to the series 
of contract bridge games going on 
between Lena and Culbertson, but it 
would not be going oft at all if it 
were not for daily papers. 

If Jews are to be angry with 
Shakespeare because he made Shy¬ 
lock a usurer, why should not the 
Scotch be angry because he made 
Macbeth a traitor and a murderer? 

A Rutgers University professor 
says that a man’s ability to laugh at 
himself is a sure sign of intelligence. 
Whether it is or not, it is a sure sign 
that he has the right viewpoint. The 
man who resents a joke at his own 
expense (unless it is meant to be in¬ 
sulting) either has no sense of hum¬ 
or it is under subjection to his van¬ 
ity and conceit. Indeed it may be set 
down as a self-evident proposition 
that a man would not be vain or con¬ 
ceited if he had a lively sense of hu¬ 
mor. He would laugh at the absurd¬ 
ity of his. self-importance in an age 
when no man is indispensable and the 
world no longer a temple for hero- 
worship. 

According to the professor the 
Scotch must be an intelligent people 
for they have the ability to laugh at 
themselves. They even invent jokes 
about their own racial characteris¬ 
tics, actual or apocryphal, their can¬ 
niness, their poverty, their penurious 
ness, their love of whiskey, their rev¬ 
erence for the ‘Sawhath,’ their re¬ 
spect for the ‘Meenister.’ No ope 
has caricatured them more than one 
of themselves, Sir Harry Lauder. In 
Aberdeen they will sell you books 
containing the latest jokes on the 
Aberdonian. The stage Trishipan 
was driven off the boards by Sinn 
Fein, the stage German by the pan- 
German Alljance, hut the stage Scot 
remains, adding to the gaiety of na- j 
tions without diminishing tre respect

COUNTY SYSTEM 


A much discussed question of the moment is the advisa¬ 
bility of establishing the County system in Alberta. 

There is no douiit that much of the work now done pro- 
vincially, could be done quite as satisfactorily by the 
County councils, end this should result in a great reduc¬ 
tion of expense to the Provincial Legislature. But it has 
been found in the sparsely settled areas of the States, 
that the County system merely multiplies offices and of¬ 
ficers. The idea of the centralized government at Ed¬ 
monton attending to county council duties from afar v ap¬ 
peals to many as being fairer to all, less personal and lo¬ 
cal. However those with a background of Eastern Cana¬ 
dian experience, are somewhat inclined to the County sys¬ 
tem. It would unite many municipalities in programs 
which concern all. Certain public works could be institut¬ 
ed within the area, without burdening legislature. East¬ 
ern experience has demonstrated that County councillors 
are elected as a ride carefully, that they recognize a con¬ 
siderable responsibility toward their country and serve 
capably in developing the activities and industries of their 
unit of the province. Each county carrries an individual¬ 
ity. and is noteworthy perhaps for roads, or for industries 
supplementary to agriculture pr for rural school advance¬ 
ment, recreation grounds, scenic programs and so on.

WELTER OF EUROPE 


Willing or not, North American peoples must consider 
Europe. Canada must consider Europearf nations because 
of her relationship with Britain and her trade interests; 
United States because of her gigantic investments. And 
Europe according to Frank Simonds, writing in the New 
York Times, is in a bad way. 

“Failure, bitterness, bankruptcy.” So Mr. Simonds 
characterizes the history of the thirteen years since the 
war. Except France, the whole continent in his opinion, 
is reduced to economic and social disorder unparalleled 
since the Thirty Years War. 

His indictment of European and United States states¬ 
manship is equally severe. Since 1918, he sees only two 
constructive moves, the Locarno pact and the Hoover 
moratorium. The latter he considers constructive only 
because it must be extended indefinitely to end at one 
swoop reparations and war debts. 

All the well-meaning prescriptions for enduring peace 
the Kellogg pact, the disarmament proposals have been 
doomed to failure because they have been mistaking the 
present divisions of nations as a state of peace. 

The Injustices of unnatural barriers brought about by 
the treaty of Versailles, must be remedied before there 

can be hope of permanent peace. _ 

Instead of there bei ng one Alsace Lorraine in Europe, 
they are many. Germans, Ruthenians, Bulgars and Mag 
yars were separated from their own people by the million 
and their cries for reunion are just as bitter as were 
those of the Franch in Alsace. The setting up of the new 
Republic of Poland resulted in the Polish corridor to the 
sea, cutting off a solid block of German population in 
East Prussia, and handing over millions of recalcitrant 
Germans to Polish rule. Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia and 
Rumania, all have embittered minorities. Religious and 
economic principles were ignored. Groups of Protestants 
were placed under Catholic rule, and Catholics under 
Greek Catholics. Peoples weTe cut off from natural mar¬ 
kets, while great cities like Vienna were reduced to slow 
economic starvation. • 

But to revise the treaty of Versailles, France and Ger¬ 
many are both factors. France, in her demand for security 
has written her demands' into the treaty ofVersailles.She 
has encircled Germany with her allies, armed them with 
French munitions, bound them with French loans. Thus 
a great French power dominates the continent, standing 
for the treaty of Versailles and against any revision a

WHEAT QUOTA PLAN 
IS SUGGESTED 

Charles Bishop, Southam Co., Ottawa 1 
Correspondent. Write* to Calgary 
Herald Re Poaaibilitiea 

A Dominion’s wheat quota of 70 
per cent., leaving 15 per cent, to be 
supplied by growers in the British 
Isles and 16 per cent, by foreign ex¬ 
porters is being considered by the 
British government, it was stated by 
Prime Minister R. B. Bennett Tues¬ 
day last. 

If Great Britain should adopt the 
quota system on wheat importations, 
it is calculated that Canada would, 
at a rough estimate, supply about 
90,000,000 bushels. This is based on 
the present requirements of the Brit¬ 
ish Isles. 

The quota system has not been de¬ 
finitely decided as yet. It is a propos¬ 
al that will have to be discussed at 
the Imperial Economic Conference. 
There, in all probability, other pro 
pqsals may be examined. 

For example, there is a school of 
thought in England quite opposed to 
quotas, and urging that the proper 
way to extend a preference is by a 
tariff and not by a quota. The mer¬ 
its of this will likely be inquired into 
at or before the conference. 

APPETITE IN EAST 

F0RBUFFAL0 

Wainwright 'Buffalo Finding Ready 

Market in Montreal and Toronto 

Fifty thousand pounds of rich lus¬ 
cious buffalo steaks from northern 
Alberta were to be eaten by Mon¬ 
trealers during the holiday. This is 
brought about by the decreased feed¬ 
ing grounds and increased breeding 
of buffalo in Wainwright National 
Park, northern Alberta, necessitating 
the killing of 1,500 surplus beasts. 

The 1,600 carcasses were auction¬ 
ed by the government and bought by 
packers who distributed them through 
out Canada. Fifty carcasses averag¬ 
ing just over 600 pounds each arriv¬ 
ed in Montreal on December 14, and 
50 other carcasses of similar weight 
will arrive in Montreal between 
Christmas and New Year. 

The distributors reported a speedy 
demand from grocers and butchers, 
while several stores report that they 
are able to sell buffalo meat for the 
first time for seven or eight years. 


HEAVY COST OF 
LIEUT G0VEN0RS 

Ontario Speculates on Whether the 

Vacant Post In That Province 
Need be Filled 

With the post of Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor of Ontario still unfilled, there 
is much discussion on whether or not 
it need be filled in this period of econ 
omy. 

Various opinions are expressed, 
many feeling that the burden of the 
King’s representative in Ottawa is 
all that is required to maintain vice¬ 
regal dignity, without every province 
also carrying more vice-regal tradi¬ 
tion. Not only does it cost the coun¬ 
try tremendously, according to On¬ 
tario’s figures to keep up the office 
in all its glory, but it costs the Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor tremendously out of 
his own private income. Any ap¬ 
pointment to this post must take into 
consideration a man’s financial eligi¬ 
bility. The public records show th.it 
the office of lieutenant-governor in 
Ontario has cost the people of that 
province just $2,000,000 since, the 
present government house was built 
in 1916. 

The official salary in Ontario is 
$10,000 a year. In addition it is sup¬ 
posed that $40,000 a year or more 
must be spent out of the Lieutenant- 
Governor’s own pocket. Further¬ 
more, the maintenance bill paid by 
the province each year has been 
steadily mounting and now stands at 
over $70,000 or just twice what it 
was in 1916. Take a proportionate 
estimate for each of the other prov¬ 
inces in Canada and it is obvious that 
the luxury of lieutenant-governor’s 
maintained according to the dictates 
of present day custom, is costing 
Canada well over $500,000 annually, 
of which at least two-thirds is being 
paid directly by taxpayers.

VALUE OF TREES 
SAVINGMOISTURE 

Government Will Systematically Pro¬ 
mote Shrub and Tree Planting for 
Field Shelters 

In future, according to the Mark¬ 
et Examiner, tree planting will be 
urged under the Dept, of Forestry of 
the Federal Dept. Agriculture. In 
the thirty years since organized tree 
planting on the prairie, little atten¬ 
tion has been given to their great 
value as field shelters, and to prevent 
drifting. 

This summer about fifty tons of 
caragana seed, the most generally 
successful shelter growth, was ac¬ 
cumulated by the government for dis 
tribution on various experimental 
farms and elsewhere. The use of 
caragana on a large scale will be pro 
moted wherever soil drifting or lack 
of moisture is one of the dangers to 
be combatted. — 

That systematic planting of hedges 
and field shelters,, especially if com¬ 
bined with a system of strip farming 
may confidently be expected to assist 
very greatly in counteracting unfav¬ 
orable conditions during seasons of 
excessive drought and wind, and ev¬ 
en in normal seasons will favorably 
affect crop yields by reducing soil 
moisture evaporation and holding 
the winter’s snow. 

The varieties that can be used for 
this purpose are very limited, but of 
all those tested out for a number of 
years the caragana seems to be the 
one most universally adapted. It is 
extremely hardy, very easily grown 
and propagated, withstands drought, 
and seems to grow on almost any 
kind of soil except in low wet spots. 
The caragana grows quite quickly 
and forms a very thick hedge in a 
few years.

Entitled to Better Living Conditions 
and Going to Get It.A $0 Per Cent. 
Drop in Food Prices 

Over Associated press wires comes 
the following story on Russia: 

“The ‘third and decisive year’ of 
the five-year plan—’93’—probably 
will be recorded by historians as the 
begining of a new deal for humanity 
in the great political experiment 
represented by Soviet Russia. 

Under the impetus of Stalin’s mid¬ 
year speech, far-reaching changes 
were effected in many phases of life, 
both economic and sociological. Of 
first importance was his edict that 
the people were entitled to better liv¬ 
ing standards after the huge sacri¬ 
fices they were called upon to make 
for the five-year plan, and that an 
immediate improvement should be 
forthcoming. 

Scores of new stores have been op¬ 
ened and it is possible to buy almost 
atiy necessity required due to the 
quickening of the production of light 
industry, which supplies commodities 
for home consumption. Hand in hand 
come increases in wages in several 
branches of industry and adoption 
of, the piece-work system of wages 
under which workers are paid accord 
ing to their productive ability. 

A 30 per cent, decrease in the price 
of food in the so-called “open” stores 
where anyone may buy without a ra¬ 
tion card, contributed to the general 
improvement. 

In addition to these changes Stal¬ 
in has invited the technical Intelle- 
gentia to participate in the work of 
Socialist construction on an equality 
with the proletariat. They were giv¬ 
en special privileges heretofore en¬ 
joyed only by the workers and some 
even made eligible for membership 
in the Communist party.
